When, 
however, we get down to a thorough 
consideration of the gigantic prob- 
lem involved these differences of 
opinion began to disappear, and

It should be empha- 
sized that even the plan for a set- 
tiement proposed by President WII- 
son did not include arbitration of 
any of the points in controversy. 
President Wiison proposed to the 
railway executives that they should 
grant outright the demand of the 
employees for the so-called basic 
eight-hour day at the present rate 
of pay. This did not provide for a 
real eight-hour day at all, but 
merely that employees in train serv- 
ice might work-tess than eight hours 
for a days pay, as many do now, 
but that none of them should be 
required to work more than eight 
hours without being paid overtime. 
This meant that, without any hear- 
ing whatever, the railways were to 
concede the most important matter 


in the controversy, The President 


also proposed that the settlement of 
the brotherhoods’ demand for time 
and a half for overtime and of the 
proposals which the railways had 
made to the brotherhoods should be 
left to future investigation and de- 
termination. This did not provide 
for arbitration of anythi what- 
ever. It meant that the ther- 
hoods did not in any way modify 
their demand for time and a half 
for overtime, but that they might

President Wilsen finally 
asked them if they would agree, in 
case they were granted the eight- 
hour basic day, to arbitrate the

IN THE CIRCUMSTANCES. — 
“In the circumstances the railway 
executives saw that even if they 
granted the basic eight-hour day, as 
President Wilson suggested, with all 
the sacrifice of principle and in- 
crease railway expenses this 
would involve, they would not 
thereby effect a settlement of the 
present controversy. They also saw 
that, while failing to make sure 
that there would be no strike in 
this instance, they would, if they 
yielded, directly encourage the 
train service brotherhoods and oth- 
er classes of employees to make 
enormous demands upon them in 
the future and to refuse to arbitrate 
and threaten to strike, or actually to 
strike, if they were not granted. 
They could reach only one con- 
clusion, and that was that in the 
interest of a rational and peaceful 
method of settling not only labor 
controversies on railways, but in all 
branches of American industry, the 
railway managements must at any 
immediate cost refuse any plan of

AS TO ARBITRATION. 

The objection made by the em- 
ployees to arbitration is that the 
results of past arbitration have not 
been fair to them. Apparently the 
only ground on which they base this 
charge is that the results have not 


been sufficiently favorable to stis-} 


fy them. But every arbitretion 
which has ever occurred har re- 
sulted in improvements in their 
working conditions and increases in 
their wages and if they have not 
received all that they have asked 
for, the public, I still think, would 
be dis to conclude that this 
was not because the arbitrators were 
unfair, but because the demands of 
the employees were unreasonable. 
However, in this particular case, the 
railways offered arbitration not only 
by boards such as those which have 
heretofore been organized under the 
Newlands act, but by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or by a spe- 
cial commission te be appointed by 
the President of the United States.

Mr. Ripley s Statement of 
_ Precautions Taken. 


Believes Large Number of 
Men will not Go Out. 


Express, Passenger and Mail 
Trains May be Run. 


A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30:—*“The public 
is naturally concerned as to how se- 
rious the strike actually will prove to 
be and as to how long it will last,” 
said E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe. 
“It would be futile to make any pre- 
dictions regarding these matters 
now. The public may rest assured 
however, that the managements will 
make the most strenuous endeavors 


to maintain enough service to pre- 
vent actual suffering and I hope and 
believe we will be able to do this. 
Our efforts will be directed pri- 
marily to keeping passenger, mall 
and express trains moving. We 


shall try to run at least one such 


train a day. Preference next will 
be given to trains carrying perish- 
ables and alj kinds of services will 

Increased as rapidly as prac- 
ticable. We will know a great deal 
better next Monday night than we 
do now how serious the strike will 
be and we will be able to estimate 
much better than now how long it 
will last. Only when the matter is 
put to the actual test will we know 
how many of our train employees 
will remain loyal. We believe the 
number who win refuse to go out 
will be far larger than leaders of 
the brotherhoods anticipate. The 
men generally were given to under- 
stand when the strike vote was taken 
that it would be used merely as a 
threat, and when they find they have 
been misled many of them probab- 
ly will refuse to quit work.”

The legislation posed by 
President Wilson to vide that no 
strike or lockout shall be ordered 
in case of controversies of this kind 
until the points in dispute have been 
submitted to the consideration of 
some impartial tribunal seems not 
only obviously reasonable but ob- 
viously necessary. The strike now 
threatened is the most complete 
possible demonstration of the 
that the public will never be safe 
from interruption of its transporta- 
tion service with all the terrible 
consequences, until the power of the 
labor. brotherhoods to cause suc 
disasters has been broken. The labor 
brotherhoods are opposing such 
legislation. They say it would mean 
‘involuntary servitude’ for railway 
employees. Such talk is the sheerest 
nonsense, since the proposed legis- 
lation would not deprive any indi- 
vidual employee in genera) of the 
right to strike after there had been 
an investigation of the controversy. 
The opposition of the employees 
to legislation to prevent strikes un- 
til after investigation of the points at 
issue, means, in effect, that they 
believe their right to strike before 
their demands have been investi- 
gated by an impartial tribunal 
should be treated as superior to the 
right of the public to be protected 
from nation-wide disasters such as 
that now threatened. The unreason- 
ableness of their position is too ab- 
surd for serious consideration. 

EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

“President Wilson's proposal for 
so-called eight-hour legislation 
seems to contemplate merely the 
enactment into law of the “basic 
eight-hour day” which the em- 
ployees have demanded and which 
President Wilson indorsed. f 
course, we are opposed to the es- 
tablishment of any such counterfeit 
“eight-hour” day by law for the 
un me reasons that have heretofore 
governed us in refusing to grant it. 


If the measure establishing it 186 
passed, the result will be an enor- 
mous increase in expenses and if 


the government forces it upon us, 
the government will, of course. have 
to provide in some way the means 
of payingethe additional expense. 
President Wilson recognizes this 
fact by asking for legislation to pro- 
vide for any increase in rates that 
the establishment of the “basic 
eight-hour day” may make neces- 
sary.”

FILE SUIT FOR TAXES. 


An action was filed in the United 
States District Court yesterday by 
United States Attorney

VALUE OF TAXES 
AS STUDY TOLD.

New Theories Brought Out 
at Indianapolis. 


Pleaded For. 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE} 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 30.—*The 
principal advantage to be gained 
from a more widespread popular 
knowledge of taxation is a greater 
ability to analyze the economic ef- 
fects of tax measures and this will 
be lost unless there is the capacity 
to marsha) facts and apply estab- 
lished principles thereto in the ad- 
vance to sound conclusions,” Prof. 
H. L. Lutz of Oberlin College told 
delegates to the conference of the 
National Tax Association here to- 
night. His subject was “The Study 
of Taxation in American Colleges.” 

“The first thing that a student of 
taxation should learn is that the 
burden of taxation.is a real burden; 
that every dollar paid in taxes is a 
real deduction from the available in- 


— 


come of the community and that un- 


less every dollar so paid is prop- 
erly expended, every class in the 
community, the taxpayers and 
others, are distinctly the losers. 

“It is with the merely productive 
expenditures that we are most con- 
cerned, for those that are clearly re- 
productive may, under proper safe- 
guards, be financed by public loans. 
But the expenditure that is socially 
productive in a positive though 
often vague sense, requires to be 
scrutinized with exceeding care. The 
very impossibility of ascertaining 
quantitatively the social gain to be 
derived contributes to a correspond- 
haziness in counting the cost. 
Greater attention to a proper classi- 
fication of public expenditures— be- 
comes, therefore, of considerable 
practical importance in developing 
adequate standards for testing the 
wisdom of the tax levy. 

ANOTHER ANGLE. 


“There is another angle to the 
problem which deserves notice. Many 
will contend that the distribution of 
wealth under the existing economic 
system is fundamentally unjust and 
that the State should exercise its

Prof. Adolph 
Wagner definitely advocates this pol- 
icy of his socio-political theory of 
taxation, and in this country there 
have not been lacking advocates of 
m views. Everyone is familiar 
with the pictures of the ideal so- 
ciety presented by the author of 
Progress and Poverty, to be attained

Certain features of the 
present Federal income tax, with its 
high exemptions and progressive 
rates, appear to have been inspired 
by this general attitude. 
USE OF TAXING POWER. 

“The use of the taxing power for 
such purposes has been effectively 
criticised by various writers. Every 
student of taxation should appreciate 
the significance of this controversy, 
the outcome of which to my mind is 
in the conclusion that the taxing 
power is not properly to be used 
for the equalization of economic dis- 
tribution. Clear thinking on this 
important subject requires thorough 
grounding in the fundamentals of 
economic thory, a training which 
college students will ordinarily re- 
ceive in the general course in eco- 
nomics, the study of which should 
be a pre-requisite to all other 
courses in the field. The problem 
of popular education is more diffi- 
cult. Popularizing economic theory 
is a Gifficult task, but the National 
Tax Association may find that as a 
preliminary to its educational work 
in taxation, a campaign of training 
in general economics is necessary. 
Certainly the fundamental princi- 
ples developed for the science as a 
whole apply in the field of taxation 
and ecientific progress in the latter 
cannot be made except in o 
to those laws. 

“The second important introduc- 
tory principles is that the public 
money, when raised, is to be spent 
for public purposes only. Whether 
the revenue be gotten as an incident 
to some end of social regulation or 
whether the tax be imposed with 
the express object of raising money 
for revenue ends, it must never be 
forgotten that the funds in the pub- 
lic treasury are to be expended sole- 
ly for public purposes and in the 
most businesslike and efficient 
ner possible.”

RICH KIN TO CARE FOR - 
“INVOLUNTARY FORGER.” 


T WOULD probably require an 
alienist or a professor of applied 
psychology to give a sufficient 


reason why Harold E. Fisher, office 


manager of the Shaw-Walker Com- 
pany of Chicago, forged his firm’s 
name to a check for $4200 and then, 
with his wife and baby, fled to this 
city. Fisher displayed none of the 
cunning of a man bent on a criminal 
design. He cashed the check and 
put the money in his pocket. When 
he was arrested here Tuesday eve- 
ning by Detective Jones and Pinker- 
ton operatives, the entire sum was 


recovered. 

Mrs. Fisher and baby are at the 
Clark, confidently awaiting the re- 
lease of er. A brother of the 
prisoner is a wealthy and prominent 
Chicago attorney, according to the 
detectives, and he is turning every 
stone to prevent prosecution. All ex- 
penses will be paid and assurance is 
given that Fisher will be cared for. 

Detective Jones, who was for- 
merly at the head of the Bertilion 
bureau in this city and who has 
handled thousands of prisoners, said 
last evening that in his opinion 
Fisher is suffering from overwork

SERVICE BOARD PLANNING 
TO BUILD ITS OWN HOME, 


HE Board of Public Service 
yesterday appointed Commis- 
sioners Erkenbrecher and 
Kemp and Auditor Anderson to in- 
vestigate and report on a plan to 
erect a $500,000 public service build- 
ing at the southwest corner of Fifth 
and Olive streets. 

The subject came up when atten- 
tion was called to the fact that the 
lease on the Knickerbocker Build- 
ing will expire on the first of Feb- 
ruary and that, while the public 
service department now occupies 
four floors and the basement in this 
building, the ope of the opera- 
tive department of the aqueduct 
power project will greatly increase 
the demand for room and it will be 
imperative that more accommoda- 
tions be provided for the public. 
This brought the suggestion that 
the building project at Fifth and 
Olive, where the water department 
owns a valuable property, with the 
basement already constructed, be 
up again. It met with ap- 
proval by all the members of the 
commission present. 

President Valle stated that he 
has had an offer from a construction 
concern of this city, which has put 
up some of the largest buildings 
here, in which it proposes to erect 
such a structure as the Public Serv- 
ice Commission may desire, and 
finance it on such terms that the 
commission may pay for it in a 
series of years and in such amounts 
that it could be readily handled 
through the revenues. 

The commissioners were inclined 
to the belief that if the project is 
started it will be wise to put up a 
building that will be twelve or thir- 
teen stories in height. covering all 
the space available, and they de- 
clared that if the public service de- 
partment has no immediate use for 
such an amount of floor space, it 
could be sublet to advantage to other 
city departments that now have to 
rented quarters outside the 


convenient quarters that might be 
leased for a term of years to the 
public Mbrary. The location is an 
ideal one for such an institution, as 


it overlooks beautiful Central Park. 

The water department paid $190,- 

000 for the lot at Fifth and Olive 

several years ago. It pre- 
pared plans for a structure five 
stories in height that was to have 
cost $286,000, and the basement was 
constructed, but just at that time 
it became necessary to advance wa- 
ter revenue funds for use on the 
completion of the aqueduct, and the 
project of building had to be aban- 
doned. Since that time an offer of 
$325,000 cash has been made for the 
property, which has a frontage of 
90 feet on Olive street and 165 feet 
on Fifth street. 

The Public Service Commission 
now pays $800 per month for its 
rented quarters. This rental outlay 
of itself would pay interest on a big 
building. The commissioners yes- 
terday expressed the opinion that 
they would have no difficulty in se- 
curing a plan of financing the pro- 
posed building that would not make 
it a burden, and it is expected that 
some definite policy will be adopt- 
ed at an early meeting. The com- 
mittee appointed yesterday will im- 
mediately begin its investigations.

OMORROW morning at half an hour before sunrise the gun carriers 
of Southern California will start blazing away at deer, doves, squir- 
rele and sagehens. We are promised the greatest all-around hunt- 
ing season that this part of the State has ever seen. Huntsmen who fre- 
quent the mountains in season and out of season report that deer are 
plentiful. Around Devil’s Canyon, above San Bernardino, the deer are 
accused of actually eating up the fruit on several ranches, and the pear 
and cherry crops have suffered accordingly. 2 

Reports of the dove season are equally optimistic. The mild winter. 
with plenty of rain, which kept the foliage green and therefore provided 
the doves with more food than usual, seems to have encouraged 
birds to remain with us in large numbers. Reports furnished by the vari- 
ous sporting goods houses, whose experts have been keeping a watchful 
eye on conditions, announce that the season should be better than for 
many seasons past. 

Last year the number of deer killed fell 356 short of the 8343 bucks 
reported in 1914. The spike-buck law last year saved many yearling 
bucks from the huntsmen and these are “ripe” for the rifle bullet this 
season, so that the prospects for a big season are good. 7 

The leading counties last year in the number ot deer killed were: 
Sonoma, 360; Santa Clara, 362; Shasta, 492; Mendocino, 600: Tehama, 
643, and Sierra, 665. Santa Barbara was the leading southern county 
last year, ranking eighth for the State, but it must be remembered that
